After the fire had 
spread so that it was dangerous for 
anyone to enter, she had to be forci­ 
bly detained from further attempts 
at rescue. 
Ambulances, taxicabs and private 
automobiles were utilised to take the 
victims to hospitals.

Harrisburg, July 25 (API—Con­ 
tinued hot weather is again send­ 
ing the rattlesnakes and copper­ 
heads of the mountainous sections 
of the state to lower levels. 
During the last two weeks rang­ 
ers of the department of forest and 
waters have reported seeing more 
snakes of these varieties than they 
have seen during the entire spring 
and summer. This, they explain, 
is not due to an increase in the 
reptile population but rather to the 
shifting of snakes from the drier, 
upper mountain regions to the low­ 
er and more moist levels when the 
department field men are engaged 
in most of their work. Similar ob­ 
servations were reported last year 
during* the months of prolonged 
drought. 
This year rattlers and copper­ 
heads have been sighted and killed 
most frequently in the six counties 
of Tioga. Potter. Upper Lycoming, 
Clinton, Monroe aud Pike. They 
appear to be particularly numer­ 
ous in the lower levels of the moun­ 
tains near Renovo and Beeck Creek, 
Clinton county/ 
One of the department's rangers 
recently reported killing a rattle 
snake which measured five feet, four 
inciies in length 
The rattler, which 
the man described as the largest 
he had ever seen, was killed in the 
mountain 
between 
Straight, 
Elk 
county, and Emporium, Cameron 
county.

NO EXEMPTION 
FROM GAS TAXES 


Only U. S. Government Is 
Not Obligated To Fay, 
Official 
States. 


Only liquid fuels sold and deliv­ 
ered to the United States govern­ 
ment are exempt from the liquid 
fuels 
tax, 
Deputy 
Secretary 
of 
Revenue Leon D. Metzger said to­ 
day. 
The statement was made to 
clear up certain difficulties 
that 
have arisen 
between 
distributors, 
dealers and municipal authorities 
with respect to exemptions. 
“Officers of some municipalities 
such as townships, 
boroughs 
and 
cities, as well as county authorities 
and those of school 
districts and 
similar political sub-divisions of the 
state do not seem to fully under­ 
stand the provisions of the present 
liquid fuels law in reference to tax 
exemption,” Deputy Secretary Metz­ 
ger said. 
No Exemptions 
“The law allows of no exemptions 
except to the United States govern- 
met. 
Even the commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania is now obliged to pay 
the liquid fuels tax. The law states 
very clearly that the tax is payable 
upon liquid fuels sold and delivered 
to or used by the commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania and every political 
sub-division thereof, such as coun­ 
ties. cities, 
boroughs, 
towns, 
in­ 
corporated towns and townships. 
‘ Some exemption certificates have 
been presented to the bureau of 
liquid fuels tax by dealers covering 
sales to some of the above mention­ 
ed political sub-dtvisions during the 
month of June. 
We cannot honor 
these 
exemption certificates. 
In 
each case the dealer 
has been re­ 
quired to go back 
to the 
local 
authorities and collect the tax which 


should have been paid at the time 
of purchase. 
“The co-operation of dealers and 
local authorities is requested. 
Lo­ 
cal authorities must pay the tax. 
The law is clear. Only the federal 
government is exempt.’’

check book, suggest a sum out of 
all proportion to the value of the 
advertising and with a cheery 
"good day, sir" saunter forth in 
search of the next ' easy m ark.” 
Time was when m erchants, too,

for this line of buncombe,

Halibut Changes 
Color Scheme To 
Suit Background 


Washington 
fAP»— The 
hali­ 
but is the chameleon of the sea, 
says Capt. Robert A. Bartlett in a 
report to the National Geographic 
society. It can change its color 
to match the background against 
which it is moving. 
The fish’s color-changing ability 
is connected in some way with eye­ 
sight, Capt. Bartlett explains. As 
soon as the halibut's optic nerve 
is severed it loses its ability to 
camouflage 
itself. 
Blinding 
has 
the same effect. 
Knowing this fishermen are care­ 
ful to pile newly caught halibut 
with the eyes down. Thus blinded 
the fish cannot change color, but 
retain 
the 
desired 
white 
tint. 
When a fishing vessel arrives in 
port. with many halibut alive, the 
first operation is to cut off the 
heads.

The amended vehicle code as ap­ 
proved by Governor Gifford Pin­ 
chot contains a number of changes 
of .special interest to the smaller 
communities of the state. Some of 
these were summarized today by 
officials of the bureau of motor 
vehicles. 
Boroughs and incorporated towns 
and cities now have a financial 
as well as a safety interest in en­ 
forcing traffic 
control 
at 
“Thru 
Highways" and "Stop’’ intersections 
within their limits. By an amend­ 
ment to the code all fines, penalties 
and bail forfeited resulting from 
violations of “Thru Highways” ani 
“Stop" signs within the limits of 
such divisions are now to be paid 
to the treasurer of the division in 
which the offense occurred. 
Used in Construction 
Funds resulting from such fines 
are to be used in the construction, 
repair and maintenance of high­ 
ways. Heretofore, such money was 
collected by the local authorities 
and turned over to the state. Other 
fines collected are disposed of in 
accordance with old code. 
Establishment 
of “Thru 
High­ 
ways” has been extended to give 
that authority to counties on ap­ 
proval by the secretary of high­ 
ways/ Previous to the amendment 
such authority was given only to 
cities, boroughs, incorporated towns 
and townships of the first class. 
Under the amended code, county 
authorities in 
addition 
to those 
previously authorized are permitted 
to designate through highways by 
erecting at the entrance thereto 
from intersecting highways signs 
bearing the words "Thru Traffic— 
Stop". The word “8top" mow be 
in letters at least six inches in 
height. The letters of the words 
"Thru" and ‘-‘Traffic" must be of 
a form and size approved by the 
secretary of highways. 
Stop Intersections 
Another safety measure provides 
for "Stop" intersections by allowing 
the same local authorities to desig­ 
nate 
dangerous 
intersections 
as 
“Stop" intersections. 
Such signs 
will be octagonal in shape. The 
word “Stop" must be in black letters 
at least six inches in height on a 
yellow' 
background. 
Erection 
of 
“Stop" signs must have the ap­ 
proval of the secretary of highways. 
Communities contemplating erec­ 
tion of electrically operated traffic 
signals should study an amendment 
to section 1.110 of the code. That

I signals electrically operated erected 
after January I, 1932, must be of 
the three-color system. The red 
lens must be at the top or left 
side of the signal, the yellow lens in 
the center. andHhe green lens at the 
bottom or right side. 
Where a 
special green arrow is used for right 
or left turns it must be located 
below or to the right of the green 
lens. 
All Liable 
Another 
change 
makes 
each 
municipal 
division 
jointly 
and 
severally liable with any member of 
a volunteen fire company of a city, 
borough or township for any damage 
caused by the negligence of such 
members while operating a motor 
vehicle used by or belonging to such 
volunteer fire company while going 
to, attending or returning from a 
fire within the municipality’s limits. 
Motor vehicles of the bus type 
operated under contract with or 
owmed by any school district for 
the transportation of school chil­ 
dren are now considered a com­ 
mercial 
vehicle 
for 
purposes 
of 
registration. Previous to the amend­ 
ment such motor vehicle was not 
classed as a commercial vehicle but 
as a motor omnibus which classifi­ 
cation required a higher registration 
fee. 
In order to safeguard the lives of 
school children, drivers of all school 
buses must be at least twenty-one 
years of age. The same age require­ 
ments also applies to operators of 
buses or other motor vehicles used 
for the transportation of pay pas­ 
sengers. 
The amended code also settles the 
question as to the proper side for an 
automobile operator to pass a monu­ 
ment. grass 
plot, 
or 
any other 
permanent structure other than a 
traffic device that has been set up 
at a highway intersection. Local 
authorities are empowered to direct 
traffic to keep to the right of such 
permanent structure or grass plot. 
They are, however, required to erect 
proper signs calling attention to the 
direction traffic must take. 
Safely of Workmen 
Safety of workmen along 
the 
highway is provided for in another 
amendment. This prohibits over­ 
taking. passing or attempting to 
pass another vehicle proceeding in 
the same direction between any 
points indicated by temporary w arn­ 
ing or caution signs showing that 
men are at work on the highway 
Overtaking or 
passing on 
.he 
right within business or residence 
districts on highways having two 
or more marked lanes for movement 
of traffic in one direction is allowed. 
Passing other vehicles to the left 
on highways having tw'o or more 
marked 
lanes 
for 
movement 
of 
traffic in one direction when ap­ 
proaching the crest of a grade, upon 
a curve on a highway, railroad grade 
crossing and highway intersections 
is also permitted 
The hitch-hiker is ruled off the 
travel portion 
of 
the 
highway. 
It is now unlawful for any person to 
stand in the main portion of the 
traveled highway for the purpose 
of soliciting a ride.
